MALIGNANT 
The New York Horror. 


More shocking testimony to the cruelty of human greed could 


not be given than the New York factory horror in which 141 young 
women and girls met a horrible death. They were working in the 
tenth story of an old ramshackle building that had no fire escape. 
(When the building- ti,J>k fire the unfortunates were caught like rats 
in the traps. 
They were confronted with the dreadful alternative of 


burning to death or jumping from the windows and being crushed 
to death on the pavement below. All because the owner of the 
structure had neglected to provide the ordinary safeguards against 
fire. To get cheap rent the lessees housed their employes in the 
sieath trap. 


The responsibility for this hideous, catastrophe cannot -be placed 


on the shoulders of the owner. He represents a type of landlord 
that curses all communities, but the city authorities are to blame 
for allowing such a building to be erected; and again for allowing 
it to be occupied as a factory without being provided with fire es- 
capes. 
The lessees cannot escape the awful responsibility for put- 


ting their helpless employes in such a dangerous place. But for their 
greed the disaster would not have -occurred. Had they refused to 
rent a building unprovided with fire escapes they would not have 
'"so much sorrow and suffering to answer for. The greedy tenant 
supports the .greedy landlord. 


. But the municipal authorities were derelict in permitting such 


a dangerous building to be occupied for the purpose for which it was 
used. They should have held in check the soulless greed of perni- 
cious landlords and profit-sharing tenants. There will always be 
men willing to place human life in peril for their own gain, but the 
law should forbid such criminal recklessness. Malice could do no 
-worse than send scores to death. Unchecked greed achieves the 
same result as malice. 


However, laws arc ineffective to guard the public against hide- 


ous mischances unless they are firmly and vigilantly enforced. When 
adequate ordinances are not enacted it is a grave reproach to the of- 
ficials who have been in charge of the government. They have neg- 
lected their duty in failing to call public attention to the inade- 
ouacy of the laws provided for the protection of human life. 
The 


grasping landlord and the penurious tenant would be powerless to 
sacrifice scores of human beings if public sentiment exerted its in- 
fluence on the law-making power and officials did their duty.

The people "of Alameda county arc under a deep debt of grati- 


tude to Senator John W. Stetson. The defeat of the scheme to dis- 
member Alameda county was mainly due to his exertions and his 
influence. He had the active co-operation of the other representa- 
tives from Alameda county, but Senator Stetson was the man who 
managed and directed the fight against the Wolfe bill. But for his 
tact, persistence and personal popularity with his colleagues the 
fight would probably have been lost. It is no disparagement of Sen- 
ator Stetson's colleagues to say this, for they are to be credited with 
laboring earnestly and effectively to avert the threatened wrong 
against their constituents. But it was Senator Stetson who mobil- 
ized and held together the opposition that finally defeated the Wolfe 
bill. His ability to do this is a testimonial to his personal character, 
his sincerity and his talent for diplomacy,. His experience also 
served him in good stead, for every member who had previously 
served with him liked and trusted him and desired to do him a favor. 
They believed in him and gave credence to his statements. This 
personal standing gave him an influence which proved to be of the 
greatest value in the crisis through which this community has just 
passed. 
It is only just therefore that Mr. Stetson should receive the 


largest meed of thanks for the defeat of the Wolfe .bill. His good 
work should be carried in grateful remembrance by the citizens of 
Oakland.

tence is a confession that what TH1E TRIBUNE has all along con- 
tended for is true. 
N"o form of .government can abolish or neutral- 


ize the effect of incompetence, venality, indolence and ignorance. 
Persona! cf/iciency and integrity in'office are the chief essentials of 
good government. It is the spirit and not the law that gives moral 
purpose its impetus. 


As Lord Macaulay says, a government of good men under bad 


laws will always yield better results than a government of bad 
inen tinder good !a\vs. In the final analysis it is the personal equa- 
tion that counts. 


Of course, good laws should be adopted and bad laws repealed, 


but it is a delusion that the science of government is exhausted in 
law making. Purpose and method in administration are chiefly re- 
sponsible for the character of government. Hence it is vastly more 
important that men of character, patriotic purpose and broad, en- 
lightened reason should be charged with the conduct of public af- 
fairs than that human ingenuity be exhausted in framing benevolent 
codes. The law is virtuous only when the man behind it is virtu- 
ous. 
The !a\v cannot make progress, it can only clear the way for 


progress. Its purposes can only be made effective by electing 
men who arc in harmony with them and imbued.with a sincere de- 
sire to promote them. 


Concentration of power and responsibility in a few hands and 


Wending executive and legislative functions vest capable and wise 
men with an authority which can be employed for the -highest good 
of a community. In the hands of bad men it is a mighty force for 
evil. In the hands of weak, incompetent men it runs to waste and 
a frittering away of corporate energies and revenue. 


A community that will elect bad men under one form of gov- 


ernment will elect bad men under any form of government. Laws 
cannot reform an electorate or change the elemental character of 
•luman nature. The}' cannot make a foolish man wise or a crooked 


Be useful where you are and you will then be invited to go 


elsewhere to apply your art of usefulness. 


Our good will towards others will bring to them hope and hence 


health; when we give freely we get back fully.
